Unquestionably the sign language 
in general use at present seems to have 
deteriorated in comparison with that 
of a generation ago. This is the inevit¬ 
able outcome of unwise suppression at 
so many schools for the deaf where 
the oral method of teaching is consider¬ 
ed of paramount importance. 

Signs will always be used when any 
group of deaf persons get together. 
Properly taught, signs can be beautiful, 
dear and expressive; but with no one 
to guide them, school children will 
invariably invent a code of their own, 
which bears no semblance to the sub¬ 
ject at hand. In time these signs take 
root locally, but are unintelligible 


It has been the custom at State and 
National conventions of the deaf to 
pass resolutions endorsing the use of 
the sign language—and let it rest there. 
Something more oughf to be done. 
Perhaps a beginning towards the pre¬ 
servation and standardization of signs 
can be made at Gallaudet College, 
whose students come from nearly every 
State of the Union, and whose summer 
school next June is expected to bring 
together a large proportion of the 
teachers in the schools for the deaf of
